baronet, and his lady live in a small 
cottage on the estate and the silk- 
worms “go into resvicnce” in the 
Castle itself for 30 days in each sea- 
soa Vile they spin tleir silk, 

King James 1 and King George 1 
both unsuccessfully tried to create a 
home produced silk incustry, but suc- 
cess Das attended Lady Hart Dyke's 
efforts, which started in 932 and sup- 
plied the raw silk for the Queen’s 
Coronation dress and the Coronation 
robes of the Princesses and the Koyal 
Duchesses, 

“The farm now has 250,000 mul- 
berry trees and buses to provide 
food tor my “family’, and cover some 
35 acres,” Lady Hart Dyke said. 

“Annual production bas now reach- 
ed about 1,500 pounds of silk, enough 
for about 200 parachutes, The Minis- 
try of Supply requires very exacting 
tests— for example, the silk must 
have ~s tensile strength of 40 pounds

Shere is 


no excuse for a provincial govern. 
ment which fails to deal effectively 
With this problem,

“Education problems can only 
solved when the Province 
education important enough to assume 
iuuch greater responsibility for the 
financing of our schools, That is the 
keynote of the (©, UC. # educational 
policy. The existing lack of democratic 
educational oppoprtunity undermines 
and is not in the best interests of the 
youth of our Province, 

“We recognize that the Department 
of Kducation has made come far reach- 
ing attempts at administrational reor- 
ganizauon, The Goverament, however, 
has completely failed to provide the 
basis necessary to make such experi- 
menis successlul. lucreased costs have 
hot been accompanied by any Govern- 
mental provision to meet these costs, 

“lustead of relieving the municipal- 
ities of tinancing education, this Gov- 
ernment hus increased the burden. In 
1939, the Supplementa:y Revenue Tax 
was re-named the Social Service ‘lax 
but the rate was drastisaily increased 
by 500 per cent. In some cases, this 
resulted in the Schoo Grant being on- 
ly slightly in excess of the sum obtain- 
ed by the Government from the tax- 
payers of the municipa!.ty. The burden 
of tinancing educatioa which munici- 
palities are compelled to assume, has 
resulted in real estate taxation becom- 
ing confiscatory, 

“The Public Accouuts reveal an in- 
crease of over 6 million dollars in the 
het revenue of the Trovince — since 
1935. There has not been a correspond- 
ing increase in educational expendi 
tures warranted by this increased in- 
come, In 1935 the former Government 
Spent for education 13 11c out of every 
dollar expended by the Province. The 
present Government spent only 12.78¢ 
in 1939, a decrease instead of an in- 
creasé, 

“The C, C. F. proposes to tap new 
sources of revenue for education and 
other social services by the progres- 
sive socialization of such industries 
as oil, power, and meet packing. It is 
the only party in Alberta advocating 
this policy, 

“It was unfortunate that the support, 
which could have been obtained for 
the pew school divisions, was aliena- 
ted by the Government's failure to 
provide more adequate financial sup- 
port, Furthermore, t'e best interests 
ot education were not served by the 
undemocrtic methods used in introduc- 
ing the new system. “The will of the 
people” was not always allowed to 
“prevail”, Though the C C F disap- 
proves of the methuds used, it takes 
the position that it would be very un- 
wise to undo what has been done, The 
hew system must be given a fair trial 
by considerably increasing School 
Grants and relieving municipalities of 
the burden, 

“The C C F approves of the new 
curriculum which provides a more vit- 
al type of education, We deplore, how- 
ever, the glaring inequalities of edu- 
cational opportunity that exist in our 
province, The rural child has not the 
advantages of the urban child. The 
average taxpayer is unable to send his 


son or daughter to the University 
maintained by his taxes. The CCF 
proposes to remedy this deplorable 


condition by adequate grants to the 
University making tree university ed- 
ucation available for those who are 
capable of profiting by the training of- 
fered.”
